The seven guardsmen who 
survived the fiery crash in 
sub«freezing weather w e r e 
taken to Parkland Hospital in 
Dallas. Authorities said none 
was believed seriously injured. 
Their KC97, a prop-driven 
craft, cracked up at the south 
end of the airport, which is mid­ 
way between Dallas and Fort 
Worth. Fire units battled 2Vi 
hours to douse the flames. 
The plane, from the 136th Air 
Refueling Group at Hensley 
Field in the Dallas suburb of 
Grand Prairie, was on a four- 
hour training mission. 
Air Force spokesmen said 
the tanker apparently hit an 
embankment on a practice ap­ 
proach and this ripped away 
the landing gear. 
Flames shot out 300 yards. 
Pieces of the plane, including 
its four engines, were scat­ 
tered across a wide section.

The exciting challenge of the 
Old West may not be complete­ 
ly gone, after all. A news re ­ 
lease from the 
Department 
of the Interior reports there 
is a great need for new silver 
discoveries. 
According to Thor Kiilsgaard, 
chief of the U. S. Geological 
Survey’s resources re s e a rc h 
branch, 
the United States is 
currently using five times as 
much silver as it mines. 
The problem is that there are 
only a few straight silver-pro­ 
ducing mines. Most silver is 
recovered as a co-product of 
lead, zinc, copper or gold ores. 
To increase silver output would 
be to glut the market with these 
other metals and lead to all 
kinds of international compli­ 
cations. 
Kiilsgaard believes there are 
many deposits of pure silver 
waiting to be discovered in the 
West. But don’t rush out there 
with mule and pick in hopes of 
staking out another Comstock 
Lode. 
It is not the prospector liv­ 
ing on beans and chewing to­ 
bacco who will find these lat­ 
te r - day bonanzas, but well- 
trained and well-financed ex­ 
ploration teams equipped with 
“ instrumentation such as

Louis P. Kurtis, Westchester 
County,

Commissioner, has added some 
information that helps explain 
the paradox of people who can’t 
find jobs and employers who 
can’t find people. 
He has announced the result 
of a survey that shows that 75 
per cent of those on relief in 
his county -- and the survey 
covered 5,600 —are emotional­ 
ly unfit to earn a living. This 
includes a large number 
of 
alcoholics, mentally ill, 
re ­ 
tarded, addicted and even per­ 
sons with criminal records, 
who can be helped neither by 
the mere creation of jobs nor 
by the “ retraining” approach. 
Whatever the 
Federal Gov­ 
ernment does or fails to do 
will affect these people little 
in the foreseeable future, but 
their cases are far from hope­ 
less in many instances. 
What is needed in such situa­ 
tions — and we can be sure

which ad­ 
vocates that what we should

United States. 
Yet pro - American dictator­ 
ships (Cuba under Batista, for 
example) are no more stable 
than the disorganized demo­ 
cracies. 
“ Most of us suffer from a 
kind of ambivalence about dem­ 
ocracy in the new nations,” 
says the professor, “ which has 
led us to cheer each em er­ 
gence of a new nation out of 
colonialism, investing it with 
our hopes, and then turning to 
disillusionment 
as

Nkrumah (of Ghana) turns out 
to have feet of authoritarian 
and tyrannical clay. 
“ Naive hope and impulses to­ 
ward panic - these are the 
moods which underlie the tender 
and tough schools of thought.” 
What we need, maintains Al­ 
mond, in place of ideology and 
emotions is a good theory of

featherbedding issue. But this 
much - needed action goes only 
a part of the way. For archaic 
state excess - crew laws, most 
of which were passed before 
1920 and in a recent year cost 
the railroads an unnecessary 
$144 million, are 
a major 
barrier to corrective action. 
Fifteen states have such laws 
on the books. Seven other states 
have given 
their regulatory 
bodies power to set crew sizes. 
The laws were passed original­ 
ly to the name of safety, but a 
more comi>eliing reason was 
to c reate unnecessary jobs at 
the behest of the unions. In 
any event, both safety devices 
and industry safety procedures 
have improved enormously in 
the intervening years. And it 
should be apparent to anyone 
that what may have t>een a 
reasonable crew requirement 
for the old steamlocomotives 
is wholly inapplicable to modern 
diesels. The fireman, for in­ 
stance, no longer has fires to 
tend. The railroads, even so, 
are not seeking to remove fire­ 
men from passenger trains, but 


only from freight and yard 
diesels. 
The authoritative Presidential 
Railroad Commission came out - 
early in 1962 in opposition to 
excess - crew laws. It pointed 
out that some employees do 
nothing whatever during a run. 
A conductor and two brake- 
men is in most cases a normal 
crew. But when a state requires 
an extra brakeman, he just 
goes along for the ride. As 
the Commission’s chairman put 
it, “ It doesn't contribute to a 
man’s self - respect to be as- * 
signed to that kind of a job.” 
Mississippi has now repealed 
its 50 year old excess - crew 
law. Other states should get 
out of the backwoods.

“ Son et lumiere” — sound and 
light to us ordinary folks — is 
what the Greeks have done to 
the Acropolis in Athens and 
what the French have done to 
Versailles just outside Paris. 
It is a system of colored lights 
which play on these historic 
monuments with loud speakers 
telling the crowds their his­ 
tory. 
Miss Halle’s plan is to let 
thousands 
of tourists sit on 
benches in the park south of the 
White House while lights play on 
that beautiful building and a 
loud speakers tells the story 
of John Adams, the first Pres­ 
ident who moved in, perhaps 
hear him discussing with Abi­ 
gail Adams the problems of no 
White House bathrooms and cold 
outside toilets. 
Or the loud speaker would car­ 
ry the voice of Abraham Lin­ 
coln as he debated the prob­ 
lems 
of the Civil War, or 
Franklin 
D. 
Roosevelt 
in­ 
augurating the New Deal, or 
John F. Kennedy debating the 
Bay of Pigs. 
A committee has been 
ap­ 
pointed to consider Miss Halle’s 
“ sound and light” ideas, not 
only for the White House but 
for the Robert E. Lee Man­ 
sion and for the Capitol. 
—PITY THE PRESIDENT— 
However, neither Miss Halle 
nor the committee seems to 
have 
considered 
the 
con­ 
sequences to President John­ 
son. 


What, tor instance, does this 
do to his Light Bulb Program? 
He has set such an example of 
turning out lights that Mayor 
Wagner of New York is emulat­ 
ing him and expects to save

Inside Story of Steel Union’s 
Demands Which May Lead To 
Nationwide Strike. 
WASHINGTON, D. C.:— When 
the Prime Minister of the U. K. 
talked privately and intimately 
with the President of the U. S. 
the other day, the Englishman 
had one thing on his mind — 
how to sell us more British 
goods especially steel and metal 
stuff. 
Mr. Johnson 
could not 
have been more cordial to Mr. 
Wilson nor less enthusiastic. 
Britain is in trouble if it doesn’t 
sell more and the U. S. will lie 
in trouble if it buys more abroad 
— especially steel and metal 
stuff. 
So the President’s headache is 
how 
to keep 
steel costs and 
prices and wages in line to 
prevent the British — and the 
Japane.0"! and Germans —from 
underselling us at home. In turn 
this means Mr. Johnson must 
find a way to keep the big 
United Steelworkers Union and 
the industry from clobbering 
each other during the coming 
turbulent negotiations for a new 
steel contract. 
Fact is that President Johnson 
may not be able to control the 
crisis and there could well be 
another long strike. 
To understand why Mr. John­ 
son may be boxed in, it is 
necessary to know what is really 
at stake — something which has 
not yet been discussed in the 
public prints. 
Too many analysts have at­ 
tributed the coming crisis to 
the fight between silver-haired 
union president Dave McDonald 
and secretary-treasurer I. W. 
Abel for the top $50,000 - a - 
year executive chair. Too many 
outsiders have suggested that 
it could all be solved by John­ 
son’s appointing McDonald am­ 
bassador to Paris. That would 
not help. Regardless of who is 
president, the demands on the 
industry will be the same. The 
proposals are prepared by the 
permanent staff. 
And what they have in mind 
are 
changes in 
management 
practices and prerogatives. The 
union calls the issue the grant­ 
ing of due rights to the 450,000 
basic steel workers. 
The companies 
call the de­ 
mands an absolute invasion of 
management's rights to man­ 
age. 
Call it what you will, the de­ 
mands, if won, will cost the in­ 
dustry many millions of dollars. 
And the industry has not had 
an across-the - board price 
increase in years. So the issue 
is much more than the actual 
bid for more cash in the pay 
envelope — the economic pack­ 
age. 
As insiders see it, one of the

you get at the gut of the prob­ 
lem. 
Generally speaking, at the mo­ 
ment there are special pools of 
workers from which the man­ 
agement picks a chap for a shift 
from his current job to abetter 
one. The union will ask that this 
selection be on the basis of 
seniority, the length of time the 
worker has teen in the plant. 
Furthermore, 
the union 
now 
wants the worker with the great­ 
est seniority to be able to pick 
amongst the available openings. 
Thus he would be able to put 
himself in line for promotion 
to the best paying jobs. 
There is a great push from the 
bottom for this -- especially 
amongst the Negro employes. 
The Integration problem is not 
what gets management’s dander 
up. What disturbs it is being 
bound to pick a man on a senior­ 
ity basis instead of by execu­ 
tive decision. 
Furtherm ore, a union victory 
on this front would mean a vast 
reshlfting of the system at con­ 
siderable costs in plants em ­ 
ploying thousands of men and 
therefore keeping vast records. 
Also, the union seems intent 
on getting an ironbound rule 
against foremen working in­ 
stead of just supervising. In ef­ 
fect, the steel workers don’t 
want a foreman to pick up a 
tool. Also the union will ask for 
swifter 
settlement of griev­ 
ances. Now these settlements 
sometimes take ayearorm ore. 
The union wants the company 
penalized if the firm is found 
wrong. 
Then there is something called 
“ contracting out.” This refers 
to company practices of calling 
in an outside firm to do repair 
work or maintenance. Not only 
will the union Insist on more 
of this work being done by the 
Inside steel workers rather than 
by the less costly outside men 
but it will demand that the steel 
companies build up a pool of 
trained men who can do the 
maintenance work. 
Thus the companies will not be 
able to say, well, you don’t have 
the skilled men on hand to fix 
an armature in a motor on a 
crane and we need to look out­ 
side. Obviously the launching of 
an apprentice program and the 
creation of skilled manpower 
pools inside the plant would in­ 
volve heavy expenditures. 
There will be other demands, 
such as a voice in the assign­ 
ing of crews, or the combining 
of Jobs -- and scores of other 
sim ilar participations in form­ 
e r management prerogatives. 
This will be the real battle- 
front. 
President Johnson can 
clobber on prices, as the late 
John Kennedy did, or on wages, 
but he can’t force a settlement 
on the management issue. 
So it does look like a clang­ 
ing new vea r.

These possibilities arise be­ 
cause the federal income tax 
rates, which were cut on 1964 
incom es, go down another notch 
in 1965. In 1 9 6 3 the tax brackets 
‘ran from 20 per cent to 91 per 
cent. This year you pay from 16 
to ^7 per cent depending on how 
much income is subject to tax. 
■ftie drop next year isn't that 
steep, but it's still something to 
consider. The 1965 
rates will 
range from 14 to 70 per cent — 
and Congress could always get 
still more generous. 
So you'll pay less on the same 
amount of income next year. 
Therefore, any deduction this 
year will mean more money left 
over after taxes. And any in­ 


come that can legally be put 
over till next year will be sub­ 
ject to a sm aller bite from the 
U £ . T reasury. 
Many people can't do much 
about it. But many can. And 
here are some of the possibili­ 
ties: 
Study your profit and loss 
sheet. Time is growing short. If 
you have paper losses on stocks 
o r other investm ents, you can 
take the loss and use it to offset 
any capital gains up to $1,000. 
And under the new law, losses 
above $1,000 taken now can be 
carried 
forward 
to 
future 
y ears. 
You may want to take profits 
now if you're among the really 
lucky one sure of much higher 
income next year that will be 
pushing you into a higher brack­ 
et than you're in now. 
Pay all the bills now that a re 
deductible — doctors and den­ 
tists, taxes an d interest due this 
year. Don't put it off till next 
year just because your creditor 
is lenient. 
Rem em ber, under the new 
law, contributions to all public 
charities a re now allowed as 
deductible up to 30 per cent. 
This actually cuts the cost to the 
giver by the amount of tax 
saved — and the saving will be 
m ore under this y e a r's tax rate 
than next. 
Some people may be working 
at cross purposes just now. 
Some will be anxious to pay 
bills by Dec. 31, while others 
may want to delay sending such 
bills till January, so the re­ 
ceipts will be subject to the new 
ra tes.

De­ 
ferred annuities — where cur­

into the world ol 


hom elessness ami refugees, a 
world where there are lepers, 
lost sons, poor old ladies, and 
men and women who are afraid, 
a world in which men cheat and 
are cheated, in which men die 
and are killed. 
C rib and cross; these are the 
netherm ost extrem es of life’s 
curve; no man can go any deep­ 
e r than this; and he (Christ) 
traversed it all. I do not need 
first to become godly and noble 
before I can have part in him.

All 
I can say to that is, “ Well, 
you don’t say sol A rather bold 
idea, but alm ost too good to 
be tru e,” and go on reading 
my newspaper or watching the 
television. For that certainly 
is not a message by which I 
could live. 
BACK OF THE WORLD IS GOD 
But if someone says, “ There 
is Someone who knows you, 
Someone who grieves when you 
go your own way, and it cost 
him 
something (namely, th e 
whole expenditure of life be­ 
tween the crib and the cross!) 
to be the sta r to which you can 
look, the staff by which you can 
walk, the spring from which you 
c a n 
drink” — when someone 
says that to me, then I prick 


up my ears and listen. For if 
It is true, really true, that there 
is Someone who is interested 
in me and shares my lot, then 
this can suddenly change every­ 
thing that I hoped for and feared 
before. This could mean a revo­ 
lution in my life. 
In other words, I should say 
that all the atheists, nihilists, 
and agnostics are right at one 
point, and that is when they 
say that the course of history 
gives us no basis whatever for 
any knowledge of God and the 
so -ca lle d “ higher thoughts” 
•that govern o u r world. But 
C hristm as teaches us that, if we 
wish to know- God, we must in 
our relationship to the world 
togin at a completely different 
end, namely, that we do not 
argue 
from 
the structure of 
the world to God, but rath*>r 
from the Child in the m anger 
to the m ystery of the world, to 
the m ystery of the world in 
which the m anger exists. For if 
this Child exists, then he is 
the heart and center of the 
world. To put it in philosophi­ 
cal term s, he is the principle 
which unlocks the m ystery of 
the world. 
THE CENTER OF THE GLASS 
Let me put it in the form of 
an illustration. If I look at a 
fine piece of fabric through a 
magnifying glass, I find that it 
is perfectly clear at the center 
of the glass, but around the 
edges it tends to become dis­ 
torted. But this does not m is­ 
lead me into thinking that the 
fabric itself is confused. I know 
that what I see is affected by 
the way in which I am looking 
at it. 
And so it is with the m iracle 
of knowledge which is bestowed 
upon me by the Christm as event; 
If I look at the world through 
the medium of the Good News, 
then what I see at the center 
is clear and bright. There I 
see the m iracle of love that 
descends to the depths of afe. 
On the periphery, however, the 


ordered lines grow tangled aftd 
the labyrinthine m ysteries of 
life threaten to overwhelm each 
one of us. Therefore our sight 
must recover its perspective 
by returning to the center. 
The extraordinary thing is that 
the mystery of life is not il­ 
luminated by a formula, but 
rather by another m ystery, the 
News, which can only be be­ 
lieved, that God has become 
man and that now I am no 
longer alone in the darkness. 
That is why I celebrate C hrist­ 
mas.

Johnson’s “Great Society” 
Involves Several Programs 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent 
Johnson dinned it into 
American heads that he wants 
to build the “ GreatSociety” but 
he never said exactly how and 
he never quite said when. 
He still hasn't given details 
but this weekj*kfter he called in 
a group of reporters to let them 
interview him provided they 
didn't quote him, it was clear he 
thinks the Great Society will be 
many long years in the making. 
Since last April he had dwelt 
on the Great Society theme re­ 
peatedly, although not recently, 
pledging his administration to 
build it. He mentioned three 
places to start: in the “ citie s... 
countryside . . . 
and 
class­ 
rooms.” 
One of his foundation stones, 
to be offered the new Congress 
in January, will be medical care 
for the aged — a plan tied to 
Social Security. Others will be 
road-building 
programs 
and 
funds for health facilities in 
mining areas. 
This is a modest enough be­ 
ginning for a man who did so 
well in the November election 
which also gave his Democrats 
overwhelming control of con­ 
gress. He has been extraordi­ 
narily un-noisy for a victorious 
politician. 
But the explanation is that he 
doesn't want to waste any of the 
good will and influence he won 
through pressure tactics or un­ 


necessary conflicts. In short, 
he 
seems 
bent on following 
a very moderate road. 
He wants to avoid the pit 
President Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt fell into when, after h i s 
tremendous election triumph in 
1936, he damaged his effective­ 
ness l>adly, particularly in Con­ 
gress, by his fight in 1937 
over reshaping the Supreme 
Court. 
There's another side to that 
story. The court in Roosevelt's 
first term wrecked one New 
Deal program after another. 
But after Roosevelt began his 
fight the court — through resig­ 
nations, new appointments and 
no doubt great self-conscious­ 
ness — swung around to Roose­ 
velt's side. 
Johnson, despite his caution, 
may stumble into the same pit 
of unpopularity but in the oppo­ 
site way if he is faced with an 
issue that badly needs fighting 
but tries to avoid it. 
More than any president in 
this century — with the excep­ 
tion of Dwight D. Eisenhower 
who in eight years never really 
said anything to make people 
mad at him — Johnson for some 
. time should have the least trou­ 
ble with Congress. 
He knows the congressional

Yet, fami- - 
lies responded to the day, and 
troops on both sides received 
boxes of holiday food from 
home. 
Dozens of changes had trans­ 
formed Christmas since 1812. 
More homes had trees; more 
of these were being mounted on 
platforms; greetings cards had 
been Introduced a few years 
earlier and were widely used 
by 1862; Northern and Midwes^ 
ern children stuffed themselves 
with maple syrup mixed in snow 
and aligned lead soldiers under 
the tree—the South would soon 
melt all of theirs for muni­ 
tions; the world was starting 
to witness the great age of the 
mechanical toy. In addition to 
such exciting newcomers as 
ice skates and kaleidoscopes, 
German clockwork toys capa­ 
ble of moving were stocked In 
every state. Some of these fea­ 
tured prizefighters railing with 
planned precision at each oth­ 
er's hand-painted 
c h e sts, 
chickens with tin eggs to cluck 
over and dandles who could tip. 
their hats and wink. All were 
noisy and all were held in 
high esteem by boys and girls. 
Carol singers were learning 
"We Three Kings of Orient 
Are," written five years ear­ 
lier by a Pennsylvania clergy­ 
man, and "It Came Upon the 
Midnight Clear," composed by 
two Bostonians. Soon (in 1868) 
they would l>e able to add to 
their repertoire a third Ameri­ 
can carol, "O Little Town of 
Bethlehem." America's first 
minister to Mexico, Dr. Joel 
Poinsett, brought back cuttings 
of a plant called Flor de la 
Noche Buena (Flower of the 
Holy Night).

Two Americans were respon­ 
sible for the evolution of Santa. 


In his poem "A Visit from St. 
Nicholas," Clement Moore told 
readers that "St. Nick" was a 
"jolly old elf" who arrived on 
rooftops with "a clatter of eight 
tiny reindeer." Political car­ 
toonist Thomas Nast completed 
the historic transformation of 
Nicholas in the early 18G0's. 
His illustration for a magazine 
reprfht of the poem brought a 
detailed Santa Image, complete 
with a stylized suit Moore had 
not mentioned. The drawing was 
* received enthusiastically, and 
today nearly all the world's 
Santas are based on Nast's con­ 
ception. 
1912 — Christmas by 1912was 
more planned-for than ever.

which ad­ 
vocates that what we should 
worry about in the so-called

stability 
and 
the 
military 
strategic 
interests 
of 
the 
United States. 
Yet pro - American dictator­ 
ships (Cuba under Batista, for 
example) are no more stable 
than the disorganized demo­ 
cracies. 
“ Most of us suffer from a 
kind of ambivalence about dem­ 
ocracy in the new nations," 
says the professor, “ which has 
led us to cheer each em er­ 
gence of a new nation out of 
colonialism, investing it with 
our hopes, and then turning to

August,

d e l i b e r a t i o n , 
Congress 
established 
on A rbitration 
Board to deal with railroad 
work 
rules — that is, the 
featherbedding issue. But this 
much - needed action goes only 
a part of the way. For archaic 
state excess - crew laws, most 
of which were passed before 
1920 and in a recent year cost 
the railroads an unnecessary 
$144 million, are 
a major 
barrier to corrective action. 
Fifteen states have such laws 
on the books. Seven other states 
have given 
their regulatory 
bodies power to set crew sizes. 
The laws were passed original­ 
ly to the name of safety, but a 
more comjielllng reason was 
to create unnecessary jobs at 
the behest of the unions. In 
any event, both safety devices 
and industry safety procedures 
have improved enormously in 
the intervening years. And it 
, should lie apparent to anyone 
that what may have been a 
reasonable crew requirement 
for the old steamlocomotives 
is wholl v inapplicable to modern 
diesels. The fireman, for in­ 
stance, no longer has fires to 
tend. The railroads, even so, 
are not seeking to remove fire­ 
men from passenger trains, but 


only 
from 
freight and yard 
diesels. 
The authoritative Presidential 
Railroad Commission came out ■ 
early in 1962 in opposition to 
excess - crew laws. It pointed 
out that some employees do 
nothing whatever during a run. 
A conductor and two brake- 
men is in most cases a normal 
crew. But when a state requires 
an extra brakeman, he just 
goes along for the ride. As 
the Commission's chairman put 
it, “ It doesn't contribute to a 
man's self - respect to be as- ‘ 
signed to that kind of a job." 
Mississippi has now repealed 
its 50 year old excess - crew 
law. Other states should get 
out of the backwoods.

Why do people go abroad? 
There are, of course, quite a 
list of reasons.

• But, whatever the reason in 
any individual case, one thing 
is sure --every traveler learns 
something.

“ Son et lum iere" — sound and 
light to us ordinary folks — is 
what the Greeks have done to 
the Acropolis in Athens and 
what the French have done to 
Versailles just outside Paris. 
It is a system of colored lights 
which play on these historic 
monuments with loud speakers 
telling the crowds their his­ 
tory. 
Miss Halle’s plan is to let 
thousands 
of tourists sit on 
tenches in the park south ofthe 
White House while lights play on 
tliat beautiful building and a 
loud speakers tells the story 
of John Adams, the first Pres­ 
ident who moved in, perhaps 
hear him discussing with Abi­ 
gail Adams the problems of no 
White House bathrooms and cold 
outside toilets. 
Or the loudspeaker would car­ 
ry the voice of Abraham Lin­ 
coln as he debated the prob­ 
lems 
of the 
Civil War, or 
Franklin 
D. 
Roosevelt 
in­ 
augurating the New Deal, or 
John F. Kennedy debating the 
Bay of Pigs. 
A committee has been 
ap­ 
pointed to consider Miss Halle's 
“ sound and light" ideas, not 
only for the White House but 
for the Robert E. Lee Man­ 
sion and for the Capitol.

However, neither Miss Halle 
nor the committee seems to 
have 
considered

sequences to President John­ 
son.

Inside Story of Steel Union's 
Demands Which May Lead To 
Nationwide Strike. 
WASHINGTON, D. C.:— When 
the Prime Minister of the U. K. 
talked privately and intimately 
with the President of the U. S. 
the other day, the Englishman 
had one thing on his mind — 
how to sell us more British 
goods especially steel and metal 
stuff. 
Mr. Johnson 
could not 
have teen more cordial to Mr. 
Wilson nor less enthusiastic. 
Britain is in trouble if it doesn't 
sell more and the U. S. will be 
in trouble if it buys more abroad 
-- especially steel and metal 
stuff. 
So the President's headache is 
how 
to keep 
steel costs and 
prices and wages in line to 
prevent the British -- and the 
Japaner-' and Germans --from 
underselling us at home. In turn 
this means Mr. Johnson must 
find a way to keep the big 
United Steelworkers Union and 
the industry from clobbering 
each other during the coming 
turbulent negotiations for anew 
steel contract. 
Fact is that President Johnson 
may not be able to control the 
crisis and there could well be 
another long strike. 
To understand why Mr. John­ 
son may be boxed in, it is 
necessary to know what is really 
at stake — something which has 
not yet been discussed in the 
public prints. 
Too many analysts have at­ 
tributed the coming crisis to 
the fight between silver-haired 
union president Dave McDonald 
and secretary-treasurer I. W. 
Abel for the top $50,000 - a - 
year executive chair. Too many 
outsiders have suggested that 
it could all be solved by John­ 
son’s appointing McDonald am­ 
bassador to Paris. That would 
not help. Regardless of who is 
president, the demands on the 
industry will be the same. The 
proposals are prepared by the 
permanent staff. 
And what they have in mind 
are 
changes in 
management 
practices and prerogatives. The 
union calls the issue the grant­ 
ing of due rights to the 450,000 
basic steel workers. 
The companies 
call the de­ 
mands an absolute invasion of 
management's rights to man­ 
age. 
Call it what you will, the de­ 
mands, if won, will cost the in­ 
dustry many millions of dollars. 
And the Industry has not had 
an across-the - board price 
increase in years. So the issue 
is much more than the actual 
bid for more cask in the pay 
envelope — the economic pack­ 
age. 
As insiders see it, one of the 
basic 
“ non-economic" 
de­ 
mands -- or local issues so- 
called — will be for a change

you get at the gut of the prob­ 
lem. 
Generally speaking, at the mo­ 
ment there are special pools of 
workers from which the man­ 
agement picks a chap for a shift 
from his current job to abetter 
one. The union will ask that this 
selection be on the basis of 
seniority, the length of time the 
worker has teen in the plant. 
Furthermore, 
the union 
now 
wants the worker with the great­ 
est seniority to be able to pick 
amongst the available openings. 
Thus he would be able to put 
himself in line for promotion 
to the best paying jobs. 
There is a great push from the 
bottom for this — especially 
amongst the Negro employes. 
The integration problem is not 
what gets management's dander 
up. What disturbs it is being 
bound to pick a man on a senior­ 
ity basis instead of by execu­ 
tive decision. 
Furthermore, a union victory 
on this front would mean a vast 
reshifting of the system at con­ 
siderable costs in plants em ­ 
ploying thousands of men and 
therefore keeping vast records, 
Also, the union seems intent 
on getting an ironbound rule 
against foremen working in­ 
stead of just supervising. In ef­ 
fect, the steel workers don't 
want a foreman to pick up a 
tool. Also the union will ask for 
swifter 
settlement of griev­ 
ances. Now these settlements 
sometimes take ayearorm ore. 
The union wants the company 
penalized if the firm is found 
wrong. 
Then there is something called 
“ contracting out." This refers 
to company practices of calling 
in an outside firm to do repair 
work or maintenance. Not only 
will the union insist on more 
of this work being done by the 
inside steel workers rather than 
by the less costly outside men 
but it will demand that the steel 
companies build up a pool of 
trained men who can do the 
maintenance work. 
Thus the companies will not be 
able to say, well, you don't have 
the skilled men on hand to fix 
an arm ature in a motor on a 
crane and we need-to look out­ 
side. Obviously the launchlngof 
an apprentice program and the 
creation of skilled manpower 
pools inside the plant would in­ 
volve heavy expenditures. 
There will be other demands, 
such as a voice in the assign­ 
ing of crews, or the combining 
of jobs -- and scores of other 
sim ilar participations in form­ 
e r management prerogatives. 
This will be the real battle- 
front. 
President Johnson can 
clobber on prices, as the late 
John Kennedy did, or on wages, 
but he can't force a settlement 
on the management issue. 
So it does look like a clang­ 
ing new vear.

The exciting challenge of the 
Old West may not tie complete­ 
ly gone, after all.

According to Thor Killsgaard, 
chief of the U. S. Geological 
Survey’s resources r e s e a r c h 
branch, 
the United 
States Is 
currently using five times as 
much silver as it mines. 
The problem is that there are 
only a few straight silver-pro­ 
ducing mines. Most silver is 
recovered as a co-product of 
lead, zinc, copper or gold ores. 
To increase silver output would 
be to glut the market with these 
other metals and lead to all 
kinds of international compli­ 
cations. 
Killsgaard lielieves there are 
many deposits of pure silver 
waiting to l>e discovered in the 
West. But don’t rush out there 
w ith mule and pick in holies of 
staking out another Comstock 
Lode. 
It is not the pro.s|iector liv­ 
ing on l>eans and chewing to­ 
bacco who will find these I at­ 
ter - day 
lonanzas, but well- 
tralned and well-financed ex­ 
ploration teams equipj>ed with 
‘‘instrumentation such as 
die 
twin - (team long-i>ath spectro­ 
photometer, airlxirne infrared 
imaging system s, and pros­ 
pecting tools in various testing

and unemployment conpensation 
rolls and onto payrolls is

The suspicion is beginning to 
dawn that the forced creation 
of jobs is in many cases mere­ 
ly 
the 
creation 
of 
job 
vacancies. There are many jobs 
that remain open for weeks or 
longer in the absence of even 
vaguely qualified applicants. 
Louis P. Kurtis, Westchester 
County, 
New York, Welfare 
Commissioner, has added some 
information that helps explain 
the paradox of people who can’t 
find jobs and employers who 
can't find people. 
He has announced the result 
of a survey that shows that 70 
lier cent of those on relief in 
his county -- and the survey- 
covered 5,600 — are emotional­ 
ly unfit to earn a living. This 
includes a large number 
of 
alcoholics, mentally ill, 
re ­ 
tarded, addicted and even per­ 
sons 
with criminal 
records, 
who can be helped neither by 
the m ere creation of jobs nor 
by the “ retraining" approach. 
Whatever the 
Federal Gov­ 
ernment does or fails to do 
will affect these people little 
in the foreseeable future, but 
their cases are far from hope­ 
less in many Instances. 
What is needed in such situa­ 
tions — and we can lie sure

These are only a few of the 
nations where democratic con­ 
stitutions were established in 
the years following World War 
II and which have since turned 
to authoritarian -- even "Com­ 
munist - - regimes. 
Accompanying these failures 
has 
been 
a disillusionment 
among Americans, who tradi­ 
tionally have voiced “ faith in 
man's inclination to freedom 
and justice, a Ivlief in educa­ 
tion and educability, a belief 
in the democ ratic consequences 
of economic progress." 
The quoted words are those* 
ol Dr. Gabriel A. Almond,poli­ 
tical scientist of Stanford Uni­ 
versity. 
A 
consequence 
of 
t h i s 
demoralization of the “ tender" 
school of thought, says Almond, 
has been a strengthening of the 
“ tough’* 
school, 
which ad­ 
vocates 
that what we should 
worry aliout in the so-called 
developing 
and 
uncommitted 
nations 
are 
simply political 
stability 
and 
the 
m ilita ry 
strategic 
interests 
of 
the 
United States. 
Yet pro - American dictator­ 
ships (Cuba under Batista, for 
example) are no more stable 
than the 
disorganized demo­ 
cracies. 
“ Most of us suffer from a 
kind of ambivalence about dem­ 
ocracy 
in 
the new nations," 
says the professor, “ which has 
led us to cheer each em er­ 
gence of a new nation out of 
colonialism, investing it with 
our hopes, and then turning to 
disillusionment 
as 
a 
new 
Nkrumah (of Ghana) turns out 
to have feet of authoritarian 
and tyrannical clay. 
“ Naive hope and impulses to­ 
ward panic - these are the 
moods which underlie the tender 
and tough schools of thought.’* 
What we need, maintains Al­ 
mond, in place of ideology and 
emotions is a good theory of

featherbedding issue. But this 
much - needed action goes only 
a part of the way. For archaic 
stale excess - crew laws, most 
of which were {kissed before 
1020 and in a recent year cost 
the railroads an unnecessary 
$144 million, are 
a major 
b arrier to corrective action. 
Fifteen states have such laws 
on the books. Seven other states 
have given 
their regulatory 
bodies power to set crew sizes. 
The laws were passed original­ 
ly to the name of safety, but a 
more comjieHing reason was 
to create unnecessary jobs at 
the behest of the unions. In 
any event, both safety devices 
and industry safety procedures 
have improved enormously in 
the intervening years. And it 
should be apparent to anyone 
that what 
may have been a 
reasonable crew requirement 
for the old steamlocomotives 
is wholly inapplicable to modern 
diesels. The fireman, for in­ 
stance, no longer has fires to 
tend. The railroads, even so, 
are not seeking to remove fire­ 
men from passenger trains, but 


only 
from 
freight 
and yard 
diesels. 
The authoritative Presidential 
Railroad Commission came out 
early in 1962 in opposition to 
excess - crew laws. It pointed 
out that some employees do 
nothing whatever during a run. 
A 
conductor and two brake­ 
men is in most cases a normal 
crew. But when a state requires 
an extra brakeman, he Just 
goes along for the ride. As 
the Commission’s chairman put 
it, “ It doesn’t contribute to a 
man’s self - respect to be a s ­ 
signed to that kind of a job.** 
Mississippi has now repealed 
its 50 year old excess - crew 
law. 
Other states should get 
out of the backwoods.

Johnson doesn’t know it, but 
he is threatened with a major 
challenge. It is not against Con­ 
gressional leaders by the Mis­ 
sissippi Freedom Democratic 
Party; nor against his Peace 
Program by the John Birch 
Society; nor against his For­ 
eign Aid Program by the par­ 
simonious 
Otto 
Passman of 
Louisiana. 
It is a challenge to his pro­ 
gram of turning out the lights 
and shaking hands. 
The 
challenge comes from 
Miss Kay Baile of Cleveland’s 
Baile 
Brothers 
Department 
Store, who wants to inaugurate 
the European tourist attrac­ 
tion of “ son et lum iere" over 
the southern facade of the White 
House. 
“ Son et lum iere" — sound and 
light to us ordinary folks — is 
what the Greeks have done to 
the Acropolis in Athens and 
what the French have done to 
Versailles just outside Paris. 
It is a system of colored lights 
which play on these historic 
monuments with loud speakers 
telling the crowds their his­ 
tory. 
Miss Halle’s plan is to let 
thousands 
of 
tourists sit on 
benches in the park south of the 
White House while lights play on 
tliat beautiful building and a 
loud speakers tells the story 
of John Adams, the first P res­ 
ident who moved in, perhaps 
hear him discussing with Abi­ 
gail Adams the problems of no 
WTiite House bathrooms and cold 
outside toilets. 
Or the loud speaker would car­ 
ry the voice of Abraham Lin­ 
coln as he debated the prob­ 
lems 
of 
the 
Civil War, or 
Franklin 
D. 
Roosevelt 
in­ 
augurating the New Deal, or 
John F. Kennedy debating the 
Bay of Pigs. 
A committee has been 
ap­ 
pointed to consider Miss Halle’s

Inside Story of Steel Union’s 
Demands Which May Lead To 
Nationwide Strike. 
WASHINGTON, D. C .:-- When 
the Prime Minister of the U. K. 
talked privately and intimately 
with the President of the U. S. 
the other day, the Englishman 
had one thing on his mind — 
how to sell us more British 
goods especially steel and metal 
stuff. 
Mr. Johnson 
could not 
have been more cordial to Mr. 
Wilson nor less enthusiastic. 
Britain is in trouble if it doesn’t 
sell more and the U. S. will lie 
in trouble if it buys more abroad 
-- especially steel and metal 
stuff. 
So the President’s headache is 
how 
to keep 
steel costs and 
prices and wages in line to 
prevent the British — and the 
Japanese and Germans —from 
underselling us at home. Inturn 
this means Mr. Johnson must 
find a way to keep the big 
United Steelworkers Union and 
the industry from clobbering 
each other during the coming 
turbulent negotiations for a new- 
steel contract. 
Fact is that President Johnson 
may not be able to control the 
crisis and there could well be 
another long strike. 
To understand why Mr. John­ 
son may lie lioxed in, it is 
necessary to know what is really 
at stake — something which has 
not yet tieen discussed in the 
public prints. 
Too many analysts have at­ 
tributed the coming crisis to 
the fight between silver-haired 
union president Dave McDonald 
and secretary-treasurer I. W. 
Abel for the top $50,000 - a - 
year executive chair. Too many 
outsiders have suggested that 
it could all tie solved by John­ 
son’s appointing McDonald am ­ 
bassador to Paris. That would 
not help. Regardless of who is 
president, the demands on the 
industry will tie the same. The 
proposals are prepared by the 
permanent staff. 
And what they have In mind 
are 
changes in 
management 
practices and prerogatives. The 
union calls the issue the grant­ 
ing of due rights to the 450,000 
basic steel workers. 
The companies 
call the de­ 
mands an absolute invasion of 
management’s rights to man­ 
age. 
Call it what you will, the de­ 
mands, if won, will cost the in­ 
dustry many millions of dollars. 
And the Industry has net had 
an ac ro ss-the - board price 
increase In years. So the issue 
is much more than the actual 
bid for more cask in the pay- 
envelope -- the economic pack­ 
age. 
As insiders see it, one of the 
basic 
“ non-economic" 
de­ 
mands -- or local issues so­ 
called -- will be for a change 
I n 
t h o c o n i n r l t i ' c a c + o m 


vou get at the gut of the prob­ 
lem. 
Generally speaking, at tile mo­ 
ment there are special pools of 
workers from which the man­ 
agement picks a chap for a shift 
from his current job to abetter 
one. The union will ask that this 
selection tie on the basis of 
seniority, the length of time the 
worker has lieen in the plant. 
Eurthermore, 
the union 
now 
wants the worker with the great­ 
est seniority to lie able to pick 
amongst the available openings. 
Thus he would lie able to put 
himself in line for promotion 
to the best paying jobs. 
There is a great push from the 
bottom for this -- especially 
amongst the Negro employes. 
The integration problem is not 
what gets management’s dander 
up. What disturbs it is being 
bound to pick a man on a senior­ 
ity basis instead of by execu­ 
tive decision. 
Eurthermore, a union victory 
on this front would mean a vast 
reshiftlng of the system at con­ 
siderable costs in plants em ­ 
ploying thousands of men and 
therefore keeping vast records, 
Also, the union seems intent 
on getting an ironbound rule 
against foremen working in­ 
stead of just supervising. In ef­ 
fect, the steel workers don’t 
want a foreman to pick up a 
tool. Also the union will ask for 
swifter 
settlement of griev­ 
ances. Now these settlements 
sometimes take a year or more. 
The union wants the company 
penalized if the firm is found 
wrong. 
Then there is something called 
“ contracting out." This refers 
to company practices of calling 
in an outside firm to do repair 
work or maintenance. Not only 
will the union insist on more 
of this work tieing done by the 
inside steel workers rather than 
by the less costly outside men 
but it will demand that the steel 
companies build up a pool of 
trained men who can do the 
maintenance work. 
Thus the companies will not be 
able to say, well, you don’t have 
the skilled men on hand to fix 
an armature In a motor on a 
crane and we need-to look out­ 
side. Obviously the launching of 
an apprentice program and the 
creation of skilled manpower 
pools Inside the plant would In­ 
volve heavy expenditures. 
There will be other demands, 
such as a voice In the assign­ 
ing of crews, or the combining 
of jobs -- and scores of other 
sim ilar participations in form ­ 
e r management prerogatives. 
This will be the real battle­ 
front. 
President Johnson can 
clobber on prices, as the late 
John Kennedy did, or on wrages, 
but he can’t force a settlement 
on the management issue. 
So it does look like a d a n c ­ 
ing now year.

NEW YORK (AP) — A lot of 
people 
can 
save 
money by 
spending more right now. The 
money will be saved in taxes. 
The money spent must be for 
the right things, in the right 
way: charitable contributions, 
doctor bills, interest due, state 
and local tax bills due. 
If you're In love, you could 
save tax money by getting mar­ 
ried before New Y ear's Day. If 
you're moving to a new job in 
another town and the costs are 
up to you, you might save by 
transferring now rather than 
waiting to celebrate the New 
Year with your present neigh­ 
bors. 


Or you might save in the long 
run by the money you don't take 
in right now — by delaying to 
mail bills, or to dun people for 
interest due, or to cash in those 
paper profits to get money for 
the holidays. You might savebj 
admitting you picked some sour 
ones this year in the stock 
market and selling the stock 
and taking your loss — now, not 
sometime next year. 
These possibilities arise be­ 
cause the federal income tax 
rates, which were cut on 1964 
incomes, go down another notch 
in 1965. In 1963 the tax brackets 
"ran from 20 per cent to 91 per 
cent. This year you pay from 16 
to ^7 per cent depending on how 
much income is subject to tax. 
The drop next year isn’t that 
steep, but it's still something to 
consider. The 1965 rates will 
range from 14 to 70 per cent — 
and Congress could always get 
still more generous. 
So you'll pay less on the same 
amount of income next year. 
Therefore, any deduction this 
year will mean more money left 
over after taxes. And any in­ 


come that can legally be put 
over till next year will be sub­ 
ject to a sm aller bite from the 
U £. Treasury. 
Many people can't do much 
about it. But many can. And 
here are some of the possibili­ 
ties: 
Study your profit and loss 
sheet. Time is growing short. If 
you have paper losses on stocks 
or other investments, you can 
take the loss and use it to offset 
any capital gains up to $1,000. 
And under the new law, losses 
above $1,000 taken now can be 
carried 
forward 
to 
future 
years. 
You may want to take profits 
now if you're among the really 
lucky one sure of much higher 
income next year that will be 
pushing you into a higher brack­ 
et than you're in now. 
Pay all the bills now that are 
deductible — doctors and den­ 
tists, taxes and interest due this 
year. Don’t put it off till next 
year just because your creditor 
is lenient. 
Remember, under the new 
law, contributions to all public 
charities are now allowed as 
deductible up to 30 per cent. 
This actually cuts the cost to the 
giver by the amount of tax 
saved — and the saving will be 
more under this year's tax rate 
than next. 
Some people may be working 
at cross purposes just now. 
Some will be anxious to pay 
bills by Doc. 31, while others 
may want to delay sending such 
bills till January, so the re­ 
ceipts will be subject to the new 
rates.

PARTICULAR NEEDS 
These characteristics can be

Elderly retired persons, with 
modest estates and interested 
iii a maximum income for life, 
may filii I it advisable to con­ 


vert all or part of these assets 
into a single - payment, im­ 
mediate annuity. 
Middle - aged couples, whose

to purchase deferred annuities 
during their remaining working 
years before retirement. De­ 
ferred annuities — where cur­

Hearnes, who becomes Mis­ 
souri’s 46th Governor January 
ll, Indicated part of his pro­ 
gram in an article, “ Missouri’s 
Government -- Economic Ad­ 
visor and Employee” , appear­ 
ing in a special issue of the 
Missouri 
State 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce’s magazine, “ Mis­ 
souri Business” , mailed today. 
"During 14 years of state gov­ 
ernment 
service,” 
w r o t e 
Hearnes, “ I 
have 
f o u n d 
hundreds ot ‘simple’ problems 
requiring highly complex solu­ 
tions. This Is is It should I*’ 
in a democratic type of gov­ 
ernment where all views are 
heard, 
considered, 
adapted, 
used or discarded. 
“ . . -The degree of success in 
any period of state government 
Ie pends ujKjn how Its income Is 
_ used, how it is invested.” 
Explaining that “ reasonable 
brevity” limited the article to 
only a partial explanation and a 
portion of the program he will 
suggest, the 41-year old veteran 
of IO years legislative exper­ 
ience and four as Missouri’s 
current 
Secretary 
of 
State, 
pointed out that a new approach 
to the state’s third-ranking in­ 
dustry, tourism, should I*’ con­ 
sidered since it added an es­ 
timated $728 million to the 
state’s economy during 1964. 
“ To attract non-Missourians 
and encourage 
follow 
Mis­ 
sourians to travel mort' In their 
own state, I have suggested a 
study of tile feasibility of creat­ 
ing a Travel and Publicity Com­ 
mission to combine promotion 
of all segments of tilt* tourist

state, 
throughout the nation and around 
the world. 
“ Our motels, hotels, restau­ 
rants, caves, lakes, all other 
commercial attractions of the 
state and their associations — 
tile largest group ofemployers, 
incidentally, of unskilled lalior 
hardest hit by unemployment— 
would continue their Interest 
in the economic benefits of such 
a program and would tx’ en­ 
couraged to extend their own 
efforts.

Hearnes said recent surveys 
show a community benefits as

The next Governor said new 
tax revenues would more than 
repay this investment and then 
suggested a comprehensive in­ 
dustrial development program 
through three major steps;

perienced businessmen, “ some 
perhaps retired.” 
These steps, wrote Hearnes,! 
are necessary “ tiecaiise metro­ 
politan Missouri’s industry Is 
created by increasing popula­ 
tion. Rural Missouri’s new In­ 
dustries are mostly small and 
do not employ sufficient people 
to keep the area prosperous 
enough to prevent a population 
loss to the cities. . .” 
Stating his belief that this 
“ unhappy 
cycle” 
must end, 
Hearnes’ 
article in Missouri 
Business concluded that, “ Some 
of our state governmental agen­ 
cies 
can and must 
be reor­ 
ganized — not only for 
ef­ 
ficiency, 
but 
for 
economy. 
Some offices exist anti perform 
no reasonable function except to 
perpetuate 
themselves. The 
article closed with a quotation 
from Thomas Jefferson; 
“ The same prudence, which 
in private life would forbid 
our paying out money for un­ 
explained projects, forbids it 
in 
the disposition of public 
money. . .”

Christmas Yesterdays 
Yuletlde celebrations have, 
chenfed many times and in 
many ways since America’s 
early days. 
Putting up the family Christ­ 
mas tree, gift shopping o n 
snowy evenings, singing the old 
caroles that seem ever new— 
these are but a few of the 
activities that make December 
SS the most warmly anticipated 
holiday. Of course, the spirit 
behind that very special day is 
unchanging. Bid the way the day 
is celebrated has changed, with 
each period of America's age. 
A look backward at past 
Christmases in the 
United 
States, be it from the vantage 
of 50 years ago or 300 years 
ago, proves that Christmas was 
not always the same. There was 
a time, for example, when Santa 
Claus was unknown, a time when 
In all American forests not a 
single yule tree was felled. In- 
dee^ there was even a brief 
era when some Americans were 
criticized for commemorating 
the birth of Jesus at all! 


1662— A 300-year-old print 
depicts a Puritan elder frown­ 
ing grimly at some New Eng­ 
landers in a parade. Marchers 
In the fore are carrying circu­ 
lar wooden signs intended to 
signify the original bright star 
of Bethlehem. The print points 
ig> the conflict that the day 
brought in some parts of sev­ 
enteenth-century America; the 
colonies were deeply religious. 
Yet, not every colonist believed 
Christmas should be marked 
publicly. 
* Many early settlers looked 
askance at Christmas, because 
some of its trappings had foun­ 
dations in customs prevalent 
before Jesus. Holly had long 
been honored In the Middle East, 
where Its greenness In mldk 
winter gave promise of the sun's 
return for another year. Mistle­ 
toe is tr a ced to the Druids. 
Wreaths come from ancient

regular workway and even de­ 
fied a 1667 royal order which 
warned, "No one be hindered 
from celebrating."

Christmas afternoon f ound a- 
dults dressing In their finest 
and calling at friends’ homes to 
play simple parlor games and 
sing t u n e s . All children re­ 
ceived Christmas gifts In 1762. 
New England youths were given 
metal banks etched with thrift 
epigram s. America's first doll- 
house appeared a generation 
earlier, and though still ex­ 
pensive they were popular In all 
colonies. An imported toy that 
most city children were given 
this year was the metal horn. 
Trappers who lived on the fron­ 
tier and brought them home 
for sons and daughters could 
not know the foreign sounds 
would first frighten terribly 
then delight many an Indian 
brave. 


Southern plantation owners had 
assimilated the old world prac­ 
tice of visiting each servant’s 
home Christmas morning with 
gifts for all. Louisiana, a year 
away from becoming the first 
republic in America, had for 
some time been observing a 
more complex holiday than the 
rest of the land. Creole chil­ 
dren were putting shoes on the 
hearth to be filled by Pere 
Noel and perhaps his less pop­ 
ular partner, Pere Fouettard 
(who was not quite as sympa­ 
thetic with bad boys and girls). 
Everyone 
went to midnight 
Mass, and Creoles who lived 
in the hack country braved high 
winter waters to gel to New 
Orleans for the annual reunion 
of ‘‘la famille." 


1812— The new sea struggle 
w i t h England dampened few 
American hearths this Decem­ 
ber. Much of the nation’s festive 
tradition had stemmed from the 
enemy’s culture, but Christmas 
happily remained beyond poli­ 
tics. Those home-for-the-holl- 
-day dashes had begun, and host ■ 
families began early to put fresh 
husks in the Ivtf tick of the 
spare room. Christmas w as 
also a time to fill all lamps 
and clean chimneys, 
hi Pennsylvania, New York 
and New Jersey Dutch house­ 
holds, women made Krlshtdog 
Kucha (Christmas Cookies). On 
Christmas Eve, Swedish girls 
w o r e ringed headdresses of 
large lighted candles, a custom 
still practiced today in some 
Midwest communities.
